Commenting on the first Indict- 
ments, Clark said In a atatement: 

"Our Inquiry Into the housing 
field indicates that artificial re- 
atralnta on competition, such u 
thoBB involved In this matter, bear 
& definite relation to present high 
housing costs." 

Charges VloUtlona 

The Indictment charges the na- 
tional association's code of ethics 
requires members of local boards lo 
charge commissions set by the local. 
It allege* that since February, 1H3. 
broken' commissions on sales of 
houses here have gone up uniformly 
25 to 60 per cent. 

At the same lime the Justice de- 
partment filed a civil anti-trust suit 
against the two real estate oiganlca- 
tlons, 15 officers and members of 
the Waahlngton board and Herbert 
U.. Nelson, executive vice president 
of the national association.

Maximos Returned to 
Greek Premier Post 

ATHENS, Aug. 28 (/P) — Demetrios Maximos has been 
chosen premier, it was announced tonight. He thus will return 
to the post he vacated last Saturday. 

Sources close to the political situation said Constantin 
Tsaldaria, who had been unable to form a cabinet, would 
return as foreign minister, and that Generalissimo Alexan- 
der Papagos likely would be minister of war. Papagos was a 
hero of the Greek-Italian fighting in 1941, and is now a 
court chamberlain. Earlier there had been talk that Papagos 
would become the "neutral" premier of a broad coalition 
government. Maximos' last cabinet fell when three moderate 
ministers resigned, contend- 
ing that the security minis- 
teries had failed in their op- 
position to guerrilla warfare. 

Labor and Industry Joined to- 
gether to submit a resolution to. 
Greek pollUcal lenders urging them 
to make a "sincere effort to form 
a national government immedi- 
ately." II urged ttiem to put aside 
"every other motive" for the good 
of the nation. 

Hie Jannlna correspondent tor 
the Athens newspaper Embros re- 
ported that a well-equipped guer- 
rilla force ol more than 600 men 
moving floulheaatward toward Ag- 
rnfa had been cngnged In a major 
battle. 

This apparently was a portion of 
the force which the guerrilla radio 
earlier said had -liberated" 100 vil- 
lages and over 350 square miles of 
Greek territory in the north.

'LiquidFood'

NEW YORK. Aug.. 38 (U.R) — A 
new type of "liquid food," developed 
enpeclally to'tlde weak, 111 persons 
over major operations, haji become 
available for use, It was disclosed 
today. 

This new food contains amino 
nclds, the building blocks ol human 
structure. Nurmal life without these 
building plocka can not exLit. 

The new food, called parenamlne 
nix per cent, is an Improvement over 
another so-called "liquid food," 
knoftTi simply as parenamlne. Both 
were developed by Dr. Melville 
Sahyun, vice president and director 
of research for Frederick Steama 
and company, Detroit. Mich. 

Parenamlne six per cent, so-called 
because 11 contains SO grams of the 
Important amino acids In one liter, 
or quart, of solution, Is fed directly 
into the veins In a technique similar 
to that used tn the feeding of glu- 

ThB older parenamlne also was 
administered through the veins, but 
It came originally In concentrated 
form and had to be mixed with 
watfr. The new compound comea 
already prepared. It eliminates la- 
boratory work In the hospital and 
also reduces the co.it to the patient. 
Dr. J. Mark Hlebert, general man- 
ager of the Steams company, said 
the new compound can be made for 
a little less than »3.00 a liter— the 
uaual dally requirement for a per- 
son 111 with protein deficiency,

AUSTIN, Tex., Aug. U (iP)-Austhi 
I. MacCormlck. ewoutlvt director 
of the Osborne asndatlon. Inc., 
of New York, told Oct, Beaulord 
H. Jester "reputable nurcei'* had 
Informed him of' ooadlUons on 
Texas prison fanns '^paralleled in 
(the) last 30 years In any other 
prison system in the country." 

Jester Immediately summoned the 
nine members of the Texas prison 
board to a meeting here Saturday to 
discuss remedial measures. At the 
same time he telegraphed MacCor- 
mlck, asking for the basis ol-Mi- 
complaint. 

MacCormlck, who surveyed the 
sute prison system In ISU at the 
request of the prison board, told a 
Joint leglalaUve committee last 
March that both the physical setup 
of the penal Institutions and the 
parole system needed an overhaul- 
ing. 

"Every form of perversion li 
practiced all the time," MacCor- 
mlck said then. "Men are forced 
to allow these acts at the point of 
a knife. Stabblngs and wllllngs 
a frequent result," 

He asserted there was "no use 
minclnft words— the prison txiard 
knows and admits this goes on." 

MacCormlck's telegram today ex- 
pressed the hope the prison board 
would take "effective action."

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PROFIT-SHARING 

There la obviously no single or aure method 
Of bringing down the preaent rlalng prices of 
most commodities. But In the industrial sec- 
tion of the Inflationary aplral there are two 
remediea which, It is generally conceded, 
would be helpful If they could be applied. 
They are better labor-^management relationa 
and increased production. 

The two go hand in hand. And a poaalble 
means of achieving both la found in the Tru- 
bey profit-sharing system— which has been 
attracting considerable attention recently— 
or in some other plan embodying the same 
general Ideaa. 

The Trubey ayatem ia not new. Developed 
by R. R. Trubey, a Fremont, O., capitalist, 
it Is baaed on a profit-sharing plan devised 
by his present associate, Joseph A. Roeder. 
The Roeder plan has been installed in more 
than 70 plants In the past 18 years, and la 
still operating In all of them but one. 

The Trubey system la explained thua In an 
article on the Ohloan In I«ok magazine: 
"Any employee from president to cleaning 
woman, with the company for two years, be- 
comes eligible, with one year retroactive. He 
then contributes an automatic B per cent 
raQe, but no more than $200 annually, to a 
tund. 

"Each year the company adds 3S per cent 
of Its profits before federal taxes, or up to $3 
to the worker's $1. The employe gits his 
money at 60, or at 50 if he has worked for the 
company for 20 years. If he quits or is fired, 
his contribution la returned, plua half the 
company's. The other half stays In the fund 
tor the benefit of remaining members." 

Such a system, of course, raises the col- 
lective blood pressure In a couple of schools 
of economic thought. One school makes low- 
est possible costs (Including wages) - and 
highest possible profits the first considera- 
tion, and gears operations accordingly. The 
other works toward a goal of more and more 
wages for less and less work, and considers 
high Individual productivity to be a constant 
threat to Job opportunities. 

The Trubey plan, and others like It, en- 
courage efficiency and high production. If a 
company operating under It makea a big 
profit, everybody hits the Jackpot. If it has 
a losing year, nobody wins. The ayatem aeema 
entirely legitimate and highly sensible, un- 
less one happens to believe In state aocial- 
lam." 

Then, quite naturally, there la the psycho- 
logical appeal of part ownerahlp. The worker 
receives dividenda for his effort as the stock- 
holder does for his money. This logically 
leads to a community of interest and a great- 
er striving for good relations by management 
and labor, since such relations benefit each 
group. 

So the Interest that the Trubey plan la 
arousing seems only natural. It presents a 
hopeful method of increasing production 
fairly and quickly, at a time when a atlU 
unfulfilled demand for many gooda remains 
a large factor in our high coat of living. It 
also promises long-range benefits to all con- 
cerned—management, workera, labor unlona, 
and the general public.

But there 
are plausible reasons for the hush-hush attitude. 

Although SecreUry Snyder and his aides will not 
admit It, they do not believe that the labor government 
Is making the most of Its resources under Its system 
of notlonaltzatlon of key Industries. We have fought 
with the British on that queatlon In connection with 
the operation of, the Ruhr area In Qermany. Under 
orders from Washington, General Clay havinabitalned 
that greater production could be obtained under a 
private enterprise system.

Dewey's speecb to the American 
Lesion In the garden followed 
shortly the call to order by Paul H. 
Griffith, the Legion's national com- 
mander. 

Preparednesi Advocated 

Commander Griffith, In his an- 
nua] report to the convention, abo 
advocated military preparedness. He 
said that false govemmcntal econ- 
omy had cut American armed forces 
at home and abroad "to a level 
where our International commlt- 
mcntji are definitely endangered." 

Griffith added that "If there was 

rer an example of a penny wise 
and pound foolish economy, this 
trend toward deter lointlnj; our 
army, navy and air forces to this 
extent is a glaring example." 
"Too Much War Talk" 

Louis A. Johnson, past national 
cammander of the legion, respond- 
ed to addrcsse.i of welcome and 
told the delegates there was "en- 
tirely too much talk" of another 

Johnson then declared. "How- 
ever, let no one have the false Il- 
lusion that America will not draw 
the sword when the occasion de- 
mands." 

The Legion opposed communism, 
he said, but "we harbor no desire 
escue the Russians Irom com- 
munism, If they choose to live under 
It." 

"Peace Further Awa<r" 
Dcwcy said that "ihe hard fact 
tliat genuine peace seems further 
away than ever" and added tlmt 
prRient world conditions ■'arc hnunl-

Inter-America 
Pact Best of 
Peace Plans

The inter-American conference has 
has done for the wesiem hemisphere 
the one big thing that the San 
Francisco conference of the United 
Nations failed to do for the rest 
of the world— write a simple agree- 
ment to stop war. 

In doing so, It also has provided 
a, pattern containing what many 
observers consider the only immedi- 
ate hope for general peace. 

In effect, the American republics 
ve saying. 

"An attack on any one of i 
on attack on all of us. and well 
■11 go to war to stop the aggressor." 
V. N. Aim Reached 

Knock out the term "American' 
and the boundaries to which the Rio 
agreement is confined, and you have 
what the United Nations should 
have had. 

As a matter of fact, you still have 
the nucleus of world mobllLzntlon 
lor peace. The proposed treoty ap- 
plies froji the arctic to the antarctic, 
and from Hawaii to Greenland. The 
way Is open for Canada to loin, and 
there Is some expectation that she 
will do so. French, Danish. British 
and Dutch possessions ore included 
In the area hi which the American 
natl<»u are pledged to brook no 
aggression. There Is no reason why 
-those coimtries should not parti- 
cipate In the agreement 
May Form Own 

They and other European coun- 
tries might even form their own 
regional defense ajstem on the Rio 
pattern. Then the two hlocs could 
- agree to make the terms apply 
wherever their Interesta coincide. 

This leads, of course, to the pos- 
sibility of a world system of mutual 
defense agreemenU— with every 
participant agreeing to go to the old 
of any other participant threatened 
by aggresolon. 

Some nations would not Join. 
They would be permitted to go their 
own way so long as they did not 
Interfere with members of the de- 
fense league. If war occurred among 
the non- members, the defense lea- 
gue would be free to determine when 
lt4 own Intereita were threatened. 
Bnbkot U U. N. 

AU of this could be dons subject 
to the United Nations charter, but 
with freedom from the security 
council veto. The charter specific- 
ally recognised the Inherent right 
of legitimate Individual or collec- 
tive defense. 

Such a defense league, even It It 
were composed only of the American 
nationa. the British commonwealth 
and Ftonce, would exercise tre- 
mendous inftuenoe against war any- 
where. It would do much of what 
the United Nations, with a police 
force It hasn't got, was supposed to 
do. 

The United Nations was organlrcd 
on the theory tliat only unanimity 
among the great powers would really 
prevent war. Tliere la no unanimity. 
The only hope of general peace 
aeems to lie In formation of an 
anti-war bloc which Is powerful 
enough to deter any would-be ag- 
gressor, and determined enough to 
whip him It deterrence falls.
